REPORT OF DISTRICT MEETINGS 


Almost 1,100 librarians, trustees, and their 
friends attended the five district library meet- 
ings held this spring in the various sections 
of the state. Records were broken for at- 
tendance at these meetings with North Canton, 
which entertained 301 people at their North- 
west District Meeting on April 23rd, leading 
the way. 

The morning sessions were as diversified 
as they were good. At Piqua, Richard Clark, 
supervisor of art in the Troy schools, gave 
the librarians tips on displays and the use 
of colors. At North Canton, Mrs. August 
Pikkoja, a refugee librarian from Estonia, 
told how the Reds take over a country and 
how they always attack the culture of a 
country first. Both Portsmouth and Ada had 
addresses on public relations; W. P. Waldeck 
spoke at Portsmouth and Michael Radock at 
Ada. In addition Portsmouth had an interest- 
ing talk by the lively Evalan Hansel on her 
unique bookmobile. At Zanesville George 
Moreland told of the “Growing Pains” of 
his Washington County (Maryland) Library, 
and even tried to recruit a bookmobile li- 
brarian from our own hard pressed ranks. 


Equally interesting were the many excellent 
panels and demonstrations held in the after- 
noons. All of the meetings gave time to 
Mildred Vannorsdall, the chairman of the 
Reference Section Survey Committee of the 
American Library Association, or one of her 
committee members, as Ohio was named the 
test state in this important work. A high- 
light at North Canton was a discussion of 
censorship. At Ada there was a very in-

formative roundtable on methods of publicity. 
Portsmouth demonstrated a very capable 
storyteller (to children) in Mrs. Joseph 
Phillips, who thrilled her adult listeners with 
her demonstrations. Zanesville had two panels 
to draw her attendance to the eastern part 
of the state: one on cataloging (how little 
or how much?) and one by our salesmen 
friends on their impressions of our libraries. 

In addition to these programs several dis- 
tricts had a good session where the children’s 
and young people’s workers exchanged their 
views. The trustees’ sessions were particularly 
well attended this year, mostly due to the 
efforts of their president, H. W. Lilley of 
Piqua. The trustees were very much con- 
cerned with the intangibles tax situation. 

Appearing at the various meetings were 
Mr. Lilley; Mrs. Faith Stoughton, the State 
Library Organizer; Walter Brahm, the State 
Librarian; Frank Jones, president of the 
O.L.A.; and Ed Linkhart, extension com- 
mittee chairman. Also present at all the 
meetings were representatives of the Ohio 
State Museum with free and inexpensive 
materials. 

Many people spent countless hours in pre- 
paring the programs, the luncheons, the meet- 
ing places, and all the other arrangements 
that go to make good meetings. All the 
majority of us had to do was to sit back and 
enjoy those meetings. Special thanks are due 
to those hard workers for their efforts; it is 
this type of cooperation that makes the Ohio 
Library Association outstanding.

EXHIBITS 

“The Library Public Relations Council, an 
organization to investigate, discuss and pro- 
mote every phase of library public relations, 
presents to the Akron Public Library this 
1953-1954 award for an outstanding exhibit 
of materials showing the promotion of the 
American Heritage Idea.” So reads a plaque 
signed by Lena Ruppert, president, and 
Dorothy E. Henry, awards chairman of the 
L. P. R. C., received May 14 by R. Russell 
Munn. 

Akron’s exhibit, prepared by staff artist 
May Vlcek, was titled “Getting the Hard-to- 
Get Crowd” and showed various techniques 
used in attracting young people between the 
ages of 17 and 25 to a series of American 
Heritage discussions, the members of which 
named themselves the “Pendulum Club.” 

Columbus Public Library featured an ex- 
hibit, “This Is Your City,” from May 3 to 
June 19. Weekly interviews with city de- 
partment heads were aired over Columbus 
radio station WCOL. Starting with the Mayor, 
and continuing with the Police, Traffic, Parks, 
Urban Redevelopment, Smoke Control, Zoo, 
Fire, and Water departments, each had a 
weekly program spot sponsored by the public 
library. 

Exhibit space in the corridors of the Main 
Library was filled with visual evidence of 
the way the city serves its citizens. Blinking 
traffic lights, water purification, and captured 
weapons made it an exciting show for both 
children and adults. A large map of the 
inner belt of the expressway, now in the 
first stages of construction, was laid out on 
the plaza in front of the library. This 
dramatic outdoor presentation served to at- 
tract visitors to the exhibits inside the 
building. 


NEW BUILDINGS 


The Lucas County Library board and staff 
held an open house at the library on Sunday, 





May 23, marking the completion of its new 
addition. Increased office space, and a garage 
for the bookmobiles have been added, and 
a general redecorating and remodeling pro- 
gram was carried out at the same time. 

East Palestine’s War Memorial Public Li- 
brary was dedicated at a ceremony held on 
May 13. Dr. Will W. Orr, president of 
Westminster College, New Wilmington, Pa., 
was the speaker at the dedication. 

A legacy of $150,000, left to the St. 
Clairsville Public Library by Mrs. Bertha H. 
Shaffer, has enabled the library to remodel 
the former Second National Bank Building, 
and to construct an addition at the rear, 
before it moves from its old location in a 
storeroom. 

The Dayton Public Library on April 1 
transferred operations of the Bookmobile De- 
partment to headquarters in a special new 
wing added to the Westwood Branch Library, 
at a cost of about $60,000. 

Akron’s newest branch, the Wooster Avenue 
Branch, was opened to the public on Sunday, 
May 23. Mrs. Laurita Sharpp, librarian in 
charge, reported that the “Friends of the 
Wooster Branch Library” not only aided at 
the open house, but helped to bring in gifts 
of money and equipment from a number of 
organizations. 


SCHOLARSHIP ANNOUNCED 

Business and industrial organizations in 
Dayton, Ohio, in cooperation with the Dayton 
Public Library, have contributed to a fund 
of $2,000 to be used for professional study 
in library science. The award is open to 
college graduates, and upon successful com- 
pletion of the work for a degree in library 
science, the winner will be expected to accept 
work at the Dayton Public Library. Appli- 
cations this year were accepted by the library 
up to June 15, and the winner will be an- 
nounced soon.

The leaflet recently prepared for us by 
the Legislative Committee of O. L.A. pro- 
vides a clear and simple statement of the 
authority upon which public library services 
in Ohio are organized and financed. While 
most of us are cognizant of the vital facts 
set forth, a good many of us might be tem- 
porarily at a loss for words to explain the 
reasoning behind our legal and financial 
status in the community, if suddenly called 
upon to do so. It is important that every 
librarian equip himself or herself to answer 
questions freely and accurately about the 
source and allocation of public funds used 
to support libraries.
